Sm APPLE IS EASY! 


An apple is about the easiest 
object to draw with a circle. 


First draw the circle in a square. 
Do it in very light lines. 

Then, with a very soft black 
pencil, draw the circle ‘free hand’ 
and put in the stem.

This one is made of three lines, ALL 
the same length. Some triangles have 
lines of different lengths.
